Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to the board decision issued by BPAI on October 26, 20 1 1 . The 
previous rejections were "Affirmed-In-Part". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection against independent 
claim 16, but reversed all rejections against claims 1-7,12-15,17-20 . The independent claim 16 
is thus cancelled by the examiner in accordance with MPEP § 1214.06.
